Israel Adds Four 
To Definitives | 


Israel will add four additional 
stamps to the current definitive 
series at an unannounced date in 
December. They will be similar 
in design to those now in use, the 
work of artist O. Wallish of Tel 


Aviv. 





Lewin-Epstein, Bat Yam _ will 
print them by photolithography in 
sheets of 100 with ten descriptive 
tabs adjacent to the bottom row.

20 Years Ago Wrights Made 
First Successful Controled 
Flight At Kitty Hawk, N. C.

“Never before in the history of the world have two Indi- 
viduals so completely merged themselves into one thinking or- 
ganism for the achievement of an epochal invention. In their 
frequent differences of opinion, they impressed observers as ‘one 
man, making up his mind’; sometimes each converted the other to 
his point of view, and then the argument went on with changed 
sides—after which they would pick up the loose ends and reasso- 
ciate them just:as though there had been no difference of opinion 
whatever. Both men knew instinctively what parts contributed 
to gaining their ultimate end. Even when offered a drink or a 
smoke, either brother would refuse for both”, 


They were four brothers and one sister at home. Their father wag 
the Reverend Milton Wright of the United Brethren of Christ, who pos- 
sessed a personal library of some 2000 volumes, and their mother was 
Virginia-born Susan (Koerner) Wright, one of the few college women 
of her day, who excelled in mathematics and shared her husband’s in 
terest in the little-known field of mechanics. What a background for 
two ambitious youngsters! 

The first major device which 
the brothers built, entirely of. wood 
and scrap metal, was a practical, 
8-foot turning lathe, powered by a 
foot-treadle. Then on Saturdays 
they folded religious papers of 
which their father was editor — but 
it seemed slow work, so the boys 
rigged up a treadle-operated fold- 
ing machine which speeded the 
work five to one. 

Next, Orville spent two summers 
as printer’s devil in a Dayton print 
shop, after which, in 1888, the boys 
built a bigger printing press in a 
few months which could turn out 
an unheard of 1500 copies per hour. 
Seventeen year-old Orville rented a 
shop and in 1889 began publishing 
a four-page neighborhood weekly.

ALLIED MILITARY GOVERNMENT—VENEZIA GIULIA 


With the Italian Armistice with the Allies of 1943 the Germans 
moved in to control Venezia Giulia with the intention of incorporating it 
into the Greater Reich. In the closing days of April 1945 the 9th Corps 
of Marshal Tito advanced against the Germans, forcing an entrance into 
Trieste. Two days later, May 1, 1945, the IInd New Zealand Division 
of the XIII Corps entered the city of Trieste in time to accept the sur- 
render of the Germans, who were still holding out against the Jugoslavs. 

It was immediately apparent that 
Tito did not intend to live up to

his verbal agreement with the 
British Field Marshall Alexander, 
made first in Rome in late 1944 
and again at Belgrade in February 
1945, which was to allow the oc- 
cupation of the Julian area by the 
United States and British Forces. 

For forty days both the United 
tates and British Forces as well as 
the Jugoslavs occupied what used 
to be Zone A during occupation in 
Venezia Giulia. The only move- 
ment of troops was a “peaceful”’ 
advance by the British and Uni- 
ted States troops te the eastward, 
to gain control of the highway 
leading up the Isonzo Valley into 
Austria. 

Finally, after many threats and 
conferences, Lt. Gen. Sir William 
Morgan, Chief of Staff to Field 
Marshall Alexander, and General 
Ivanovich, Chief of Staff to Mar- 
shall Tito, met at historic Duino 
Castle and drew up the Morgan- 
Ivanovich Agreement, which divid- 
ed Venezia Giulia into Zone A in 
the west and Zone B in the east, 
with the ‘Morgan Line” marking 
the division. 

Zone A, under combined U. S. 
and British control, included the 
Enclave of Pola, the Port of Tri- 
este and the line of communication 
into Austria. 

Zone B remained under the Ju- 
goslav control. Each Zone was to 
be administered in ‘‘trust’’ by the 
respective Military Governments 
until a final settlement had beén

Find Ethiopian In 
Philatelic Wood Pile 


That set of imperforate Ethiopi- 
an Universal Postal Union com- 
memoratives which have been 
moving over the counters of deal- 
ers at from $25 to $35 per set are 
absolutely bogus. 

Director of Posts, M. Shore, 
stated as much in a letser to Ken- 
neth Plumlee of Pasadena, Calif. 
who wrote directly to the Ethio- 
pian Ministry of Posts, Telegraphs 
and Telephones, inquiring about 
this alleged issue. 

Mr. Shore is authority for the 
statement that these imperfs were 
slipped out of the stamp printing 
establishment which produced 
them without the consent of the 
Ethiopian government. They have 
_ seen postal duty in that na- 

ion. 

The existence of these bogus it- 
ems were certified to the Scott 
Catalog publishers as well as 
those of the Stanley Gibbons by the 
Ethiopian government, both of 
which were asked to declare them 
as_ illegal.

Mauritius Stamp 
Definite Variety 


Reported by Teofan Morykwas of 
New York City is a definite va- 
riety on the 20c value of the set of 
four Mauritius issued March 22, 
1948 for the centenary of its first 
postage stamps. Shown herewith 
is an enlarged view of the mis- 
cue. 








Missing is the bottom half of 
the ‘4” in ‘1947 on the right side 
of the design. 

Appearances lead to the suppo- 
sition that this part of the printing 
plate needed repairing, which has 
every indication of having been 
done, but the engraver instead of 
remaking the ‘4’ complete, ad- 
ded incidental lines like those used 
elsewhere in the background. 

Mr. Morykwas states that his is 
the only copy of the variety he 
has seen to date, and that he does 
not know the location of the stamp 
in a full sheet. Readers are urged 
to check their copies of this stamp. 

The Scott Catalog has no note 
of the item. It is not found listed 
in the Gibbons, or Commonwealth 
catalogs of England.

BICYCLES 
AND OTHER THINGS 


Orville won occasional prizes in 
the local YMCA bike races, so in 
1892 the boys decided to open a bi- 
cycle salesroom and repair shop, 
where they did so well for them- 
selves that in two years they sold 
their prospering print shop to de- 
vote all their time to bicycles. Soon 
they were assembling their own 
bikes, and gradually adding refine- 
ments, including the new coaster- 
brake and a wheel hub with re- 
serve bearings. Of their three mo- 
dels, one was unusually low-priced, 
and they sold several hundred lo- 
cally. 

They made all their own preci- 
sion working tools, cheaper and 
better. In fact Orville’s longer life 
was filled with the creation of end- 
less devices — even as Thomas 
Edison — some of which he pa- 
tented, and many of which he nev- 
er bothered to protect by law. In 
1895 he made a new kind of*calcu- 
lating machine, which not only 
added, but also multiplied — and 
remembering his father’s crude 
typewriter at home, he worked on 
a simplified typing machine. 

Everywhere in his Dayton home 
and his summer camp in Canada 
one could find ‘“‘some crazy con- 
trivance’’ as he called them—self- 
opening doors, movable _ roofs, 
an early record-changer for his 
own use. While at Kitty Hawk he 
rigged a practical electric toaster.

ernment officials accustomed to 
visiting such exhibitions expressed 
amazement at the enthusiasm with 
which the public patronized the 
displays from Washington and the 
educational demonstrations of 
how the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing runs stamps from fiat- 
bed presses.” 

An estimated 68,500 persons — 
the largest crowd to visit one of 
these annual shows — thronged 
New York City’s 71st Infantry Reg- 
iment Armory throughout three 
days and evenings on November 
20, 21 and 22. 

Most of the hundred or so deal- 
ers who sold their wares at booths 
reported gross receipts ran 10 to 
50 per cent better than last year 
and one said that on the opening 
day his income was double what 
he enjoyed during three days in 
1952. Dealers at the show for the 
first time said business surpassed 
expectation. At lounges of national 
societies it was stated that new 
membership applications exceed- 
ed last year’s, and similar in- 
creases in new subscriptions were 
reported by publishers of the hob- 
by’s magazines, 

Taking a look at the 1953 show, 
here are a few of the highlights:- 
Tercen Stamp. The Post 
Office Department honored the 
A.S.D.A. by making the Armory the 
chief site for first-day sale of the 
3c bright red-violet stamp com- 
memorating New York City’s 
300th anniversary, Acting Postmas- 
ter John H. Sheehan set up a 
postal substation on the show floor 
and steady queues of purchasers 
were at the seven windows day 
and night and he had to send for 
more canceling machines because 
of the demand for application of 
the A.S.D.A. slogan-postmark to 
the envelopes mailed. Some cov- 
ers were hand-stamped, others 
machine-stamped, each patron 
having a choice, 

This philatelic mail included 25,- 
865 first-day covers posted on 
November 20, date of the stamp’s 
release. Other November 20 cov- 
ers were given a “First Day of 
Issue’’ postmark elsewhere in the 
city. The day’s total, including the 
ones at the show, was 387, 914. 
Throughout the city, 2,570,679 cop- 
ies of the “birthday” commemo- 
rative were sold the first day. This 
figures includes 175,000 purchased 
at the Armory. Commemoratives 
of earlier years also were sold at 
the show, and the total there for 
the three days was 682,771 stamps, 
receipts aggregating $20,483.13. 
First-Day Ceremonies. Show pro- 
ceedings officially got under way 
after a Police Department mounted 
patrolman, John Huisemann, 
dressed as an 18th century ‘Pony 
Express” rider, arrived at the Ar- 
mory at Park Ave. about 10 a.m. 
Earlier the city had held outdoor 
ceremonies at Federal Hall in Wall

St. There, some first-day cov- 
ers had been postmarked at a 
special postal station. Patrolman 
Huisemann’s mail pouch  con- 
tained some of those covers, which 
he delivered to Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Albert J. Robertson 
outside the Armory. 

Some Show Features. In addition 
tu the Post Office Department’s 
million-dollar exhibit of stamp 
rarities and die proofs, the lat- 
ter autorraphed by various Post- 
master Generals and publicly dis- 
played for the first time, and the 
flatbed demonstrations of the ter- 
centennial stamp being printed, 
the A.S.D.A. had a ‘“‘Court of Hon- 
or’ which presented a 50-frame 
dramatic historical display, in pa- 
geant form, reflecting New York 
City’s story with stamps, covers, 
engravings and related material.

Two young New Zealanders become acquainted with descendants of 
the famous Philatelic Kiwi of stanfp design renown. 


5 | “Peg Leg Pete”, Great Grandson 
8\Of “Philatelic” Kiwi, Dies

*“Peg-Leg Pete the second” has bit the dust. He was the great 
grandson of ‘‘Philatelic’’ Kiwi of a New Zealand stamp design of 1935. 
But, unlike hardened outlaws of the plains or cut-throats of the —_ 

or 
he was a one-legged Kiwi who had been stumping happily around a 
Napier, New Zealand, game farm for the last year, wearing what was 


| probably the only artificial limb to be fitted to a bird during that period. 


A steel trap had grabbed both Pete’s legs and his freedom at the same 
time. 


In death Pete gained another singular 
honor—that of being the first Kiwi to be 
the subject of a thorough post-mortem ex- 
amination. Results of the autopsy showed 
that Pete had swallowed a pin, which per- 
forated his stomach and caused peritonitis. 


For some weeks before his death Pete 
had not been up to scratch, and was get- 
ting noticeably thinner. Normally Pete’s 
kinfolk search for food at night, but Pete 
had even been seen digging around for his 
chow during daylight hours. Finally his 
stout little heart gave up the struggle. 


New Zealand has many birds of extra- 
ordinary interest of which the best known 
is probably the Kiwi. Stamp collectors 
with collections of practically any consequence at all have a picture of 
one of Pete’s family to remember him by, for the Kiwi is pictured on at 
least one stamp which was used in the millions—the one-penny red of 
the 1935 Pictorial set. The Kiwi is also the emblem bird of the Do- 
minion, and the use of its name by New Zealand servicemen and athletes 
has made it famous in many lands. 


The Kiwi is distantly related to the long extinct giant moa, and its

D992 | forebearers are thought to have been capable of flight. Several things 


make the Kiwi unique among living birds. It has no tail, lays a rela- 
tively enormous egg, has its nostrils at the tip of its long bill, and 
vague rudiments of wings. 


That the Kiwi is of an old line is proved by a late 20th century dis- 
covery of a thighbone buried under 75 feet of clay and volcanic rock. 
This “a of ‘‘framework’’ was estimated to be from two to eight million 
years old. 


Most everyone in New Zealand knows something about the mascot 
bird, but not from first-hand observation. Although far from extinct, 
the Kiwi is essentially a forest dweller, and of nocturnal habits. The 
charming little fellow is completely protected, and seldom allowed to 
be kept in captivity, so that few New Zealanders—country or city folk— 
have ever seen him. 


During the past century specimens were sent to zoos overseas, 
living, in instances, for several years. Today there are only two places 
where Kiwis are held captive. These are at the Napier game farm and 
the Auckland zoo, where the birds are held for scientific study and 
breeding experiments only. 


In many places in New Zealand where native bush still stands the 
dumpy, long-billed bird, with its short strong legs and profusion of loose, 
fine feathers, can be found. During the day it hides and sleeps, coming 
out at night to hunt for worms, insects, and berries among the rotting 
leaves and logs. 


And happy word has been received that still another Kiwi has been 
rescued from a trap, and soon may be taking Pete’s place in the affec- 
tions of visitors to the game farm at Napier.

Today 
there are a dozen or more splendid albums for this type of collecting 
and no matter if you do branch out into a special field at an early date 
you can still have a lot of fun adding to that general collection with 
the odds and ends you are bound to accumulate in many different ways. 
There is no training that will fit you better for a specialist than a 
thorough understanding of stamps of the world and this comes best 
from a general collection. After you have once made a good accumula- 
tion in this manner you will have a knowledge of stamps that could not 
have been gained so quickly in any other way. 

So dig out your albums and take stock of what you need to bring 
you up to date. Stamp collecting is the king of hobbies no matter in 
what branch of it you may finally choose to browse,

There should certainly be no 
reason for a collector of United 
States stamps being without a cata- 
log to guide him, especially so 
if his budget will not allow him 
to set aside more than a dollar 
for a reference book.

Have it properly addressed (to 
yourself at your home address) and 
a contents label on it. 

It is better to explain toe the 

postmaster that it is simply ar 
act of courtesy on his part to ac- 
commodate you and that it is his 
privilege to do so or refuse. Many 
offices do not take advantage of 
their right to use precancels dur- 
ing the holiday rush and will not 
accept such packages other than to 
mail them with regular cancelled 
stamps. 
But some postmasters will oblige 
you and many nice precancels have 
been obtained in this manner that 
cannot be obtained any other way. 
Your percentage of good copies 
will be low on a deal like this so 
you won't beat buying from a deal- 
er a whole lot unless you are lucky 
but then you get the satisfaction of 
getting your own precancels from 
the very town you wanted.

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Sale Of Stamp 
For Leprosy Work 


Brazil has made use of a design 
which first appeared in 1952, and 
which will this year again be on a 
stamp of a like intention of the 
original appearance. It is Scott type 
A296 picturing the famed priest 
who worked among the lepers, Fa- 
ther Damien, and children. 

While the Scott Catalog lists this 
item as a commemorative, it is 
actually a postal tax item, and was 
required to be used on all domestic 
mail in Brazil for a definite period. 
The same mandatory usuage at- 
taches to the current issue which 
had a first day on November 30. 

Funds derived from the sale of 
this stamp are devoted to the care 
of children having leprosy. Use -of 
it is obligatory over and above the 
usual postage fees. According to 
Manoel F. da Motta, Rio de Jan- 
eiro, Brazil the period this year was 
from November 30 to December 5, 
known as “‘Combat Leprosy Week’’. 

Color is a bright yellow green 
and the denomination 10c — last 
year it was a yellow brown, the 
denomination 10c also. 

Mr. da Motta advises that pro- 
duction was but two million copies 
in 1952 when fifteen million had 
been decreed. The non-printing of 
the additional thirteen million de- 
prived the Leprosy Fund of needed 
financial help. 

Indirectly, stamp collectors who 
look to the value of their material 
benefited: because the issue was 
sold out before dealers tried to get 
their share. Most of the two million 
were used on mail, and a relatively 
small number exist mint. 

The 1953 printing was fifteen mil- 
lion. 


Charter New York 
Chapter Of AMERPO 


A New York chapter of ‘““AMER- 
PO,” the RPO-HPO cover-collect- 
ors’ society, was informally organ- 
ized recently at the monthly post- 
mark and cancellation meeting held 
at the office of Moe Luff of the 
U.S. 20th Century Postal Cancel- 
lation Society in New York City. 

The next joint meeting of the two 
groups is scheduled for December 
16 at 7:30 p.m. at 240 W. 56th St., 
New York City. It is hoped to pre- 
sent an official charter to the new 
“AMERPO” chapter as Branch

Scott Specialized 
In 1954 Edition 


The new 1954 edition of ‘‘Scott’s 
Specialized United States Cata- 
logue’”’ has just been released for 
the 32nd year by Scott Publica- 
tions. It is packed with price 
changes and listing revisions 
throughout the entire 565 pages, 
and shows an interesting array of 
numerous new listings among the 
older issues. Also, it is right up 
to date. 


An idea of the extent of the 
revision which this catalogue un- 
dergoes each year may be gath- 
ered from the publisher’s report 
that an actual count of the changes 
of all kinds made in editing the 
last seven editions (1948-54) totals 
50,049. 

The prices this year reflect a 
steady, conservative upward trend 
in 19th century issues. The whole 
20th century includes ‘a_ great 
many increases, with some of the 
most startling in commemorative 
plate number blocks and souvenir 
sheets. 

A few of the noteworthy changes 
follow: 
Postage: Three “finds” of the 
past year are listed for the first

Proofs: Hundreds of new listings 
in die and plate proofs, and trial 
color proofs.

This catalogue lists and prices 
stamps in pairs, blocks, on and 
off cover, in many minor varia- 
tions and with various cancella- 
tions. It gives quantities issued of 
commemoratives, and a list of all 
plate numbers used for commem- 
oratives. 

There are 80 different sections, 
including all classifications which 
appear in Scott’s Standard Cata- 
logue, such as airmails, carriers’ 
envelopes, postmasters’ provision- 
als, revenues, dues, U.S. posses- 
sions and U. S. administration, 
Danish West Indies, Hawaii and 
others.
